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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-22 and 23 are pending. The Preliminary Amendment received October 6, 2000 
canceled claim 22. The Preliminary Amendment received October 6, 2000 amended claims 4-5, 
12, and 15-17. 

Election/Restrictions 
Claims 1-21 and 23 are generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct species 
comprising particulate contrast agents in diagnostic imaging for studying physiological 
parameters. In particular, contrast agents comprise a particulate material of a membrane/matrix 
material and a contrast generating species. Possible membrane/matrix materials include 
phospholipids, sugar matrices, shells of denatured albumin, shells of partially denatured albumin. 
Possible contrast generating species include paramagnetic compounds, superparamagnetic 
compounds, iron oxides, galdolinium, dysprosium compounds, and encapsulated gases of 
fluorohydrocarbon, sulphur hexafluoride, or perfluorocarbon. Imaging techniques include MRI, 
scintigraphy, ultrasound or X-ray imaging. Physiological parameters include pH, temperature, 
pressure, carbon dioxide tension, enzyme activity, tissue electrical activity, tissue diffusion, 
oxygen tension, ion concentration in the presence or concentration of other body metabolites or 
enzymes, or ion concentration. Targeting ligands include antibodies, cell adhesion molecules, 
cell adhesion receptors, cytokines, growth factors, peptide hormones, non-peptide agonists, non- 
peptide antagonists, non bioactive binders of receptors for cell adhesion molecules, growth 
factors, oligonucleotides, modified oligonucleotides which bind DNA or RNA, DNA-binding 
drugs, proteins which bind to glucosamino-glycan side changes, and peptides which bind to 
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glucosamine) glycan side chains. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single 
disclosed species, even though this requirement is traversed. 

Note: Applicant is respectfully requested to elect a matrix/membrane material, a contrast 
generating species, an imaging technique, a physiological parameter and a targeting ligand. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably distinct, 
applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the species to 
be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In either instance, if the 
examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission 
may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 
1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i).
